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Three Battleships Believed 
to Have Hit Floating Mines 


First Serious Blow to Allies in Forcing the Straits— 
British Loss of Life Small But Crew of Bouvet Lost

LONDON, March 19,—(10:10 p.m.j)—The  Britisl 
admiralty announces that the British battleships Irresis- 
tible and Ocean have been sunk in the Dardanelles, 

The admiralty also announces that the French battle- 
ship Bouvet was blown up by a mine in the Dardanelles 
and sunk and that virtually her entire crew was lost. 

The statement adds that the battleships Queen ard 
{mplacable have been despatched from England to replace 
the lost British ships. 

The Ocean struck a floating mine and the admiralty 
believes the Irresistible probably met with a like disaster. 
It is announced that the operations against the Dardanelles 
are continuing, 

The British losses among the personnel of the ships 
were not heavy considering the scale of the operations. 

The British battle cruiser Inflexible had her forward 
control hit by a heavy shell and will need repairs. The 
Irresistible left the battle line listing heavily, according to 
the report, 

Vice-Admiral Sackville Hamilton Carden, who is ill, 
has been succeeded in command at the Dardanelles by Rear

ATHABASCA.-FT 


Act to Incorporate Compony to C 


The act to incorporate the Atha- 
basca and Fort Vermilion Railway 
éompany passed successfully through 
the railway committee of the legisla- 
tive assembly yesterday morning at 
though the company. was shorn of 
several of the powers it was asking 
the legisleture to grant, It proposed, 
for instance, to construct and operate 
steam and other ferries, boats and 
vessels for the carriage of passengers 
and freight, In addition to the con- 
struction, maintenance and operation 
of dams, reservoirs buildings and 
works, including transmission — lines, 
for the genration, transmission, and 
distribution of electricity for light, 
heat, power or other purposes in con- 
nection with its railway, it also askod 
for the right to sell its surplus power. 

For Three Charters In One, 

TheJaw clerk, J, D, Hunt, took the 
objection that the company was ask- 
ing for a railway, steamship and in- 
dustrial charter, all in one. 

This objection was followed up by 
T. M, Tweedie, the Conservative mem- 
ber for Centre Calgary, Who said the 
late Hon. Matleolm MeKenzie took 
the position ,and it had always been a 
rule of the house, that a railway com- 
pany should not have extraneous pow- 
ers.
